Polecat Looks Upon M*n 


As Hi* Enemy; Shun* Him

it looks upon man as its chief enemy 
and will shun him on every occa- 
sion, writes Oliver G. Pike, F. Z. S., 
in London Tit-Bits magazine. It is 
considerably larger than the weasel 
or stoat, but in its habits is very 
much like them. 
It is far more 


handsome?, for its dark silky body 
and short bushy tail give it a bold 
appearance. 
Its complete length 


is about 24 inches. It is bloodthirsty, 
killing far more than it can devour, 
and if it gets amongst a colony of 
rabbits it will kill all it can reach, 
only feeding on one that it carries 
to its lair. This is usually a hole 
made by a rabbit or fox, for it does 
not excavate a home of its own. 


In early English thc polecat was 


called the foumart, or foul marten, 
but whatever name is given this 
creature, in all the countries in 
which it is found it is associated 
with the objectionable smell it dis- 
charges at will from a gland at the 
base of the tail.

HYDRAULIC AUTO DRIVE 


A revolutionary substitute for the regular 


gears and clutch of an automobile is an- 
nounced by an English scientist, Prof. Fred- 
erick C. Lea, formerly of Sheffield 
Univer- 


sity. The invention is cr-dited to an Italian 
engineer, Piero Salerni, living in England. 
It commands attention because Prof. Lea 
says he has tested the device in more than 
65,000 miles' driving. 


It seems to be a rather simple substitution 


of an hydraulic pump and valu.- system for 
the usual gears. No detailed description is 
given, but presumably a revolving pump, ' 
driven by the shaft from the motor, trans- 
mits the power by circulating oil or other 
liquid through a system of valves adjusted 
for idling, varying speed and reversing, these 
< 


changes being managed through a device . 
corresponding to the usual gear-shift. 


The iiiua is noi entirely new. It has been 


considered in this country, but seems never 
to have been worked out practically. 


It should make the operation of a car 


simple and quiet. A high degree of silence, 
however, has been attained by the gear- 
boxes now in use. More impressive is Prof. 
Lea's claim of greater efficiency than is ob- 
tainable from a system of gears. Tho cost, 
too, would be less than for the present com- 
plex gear-drive equipment. 


ROADS TO ALASKA 


Louis Johnson, Assistant Secretary of 


\Var, has stated that his recent 9,000 mile 
survey of the northern Pacific coast by air 
has convinced him that aviation is the key to 
the development of Alaska. A journey tak- 
ing five days by steamer can be accomplished 
in five hours by airplane. 


But Johnson is also interested in the pos- 


sibility of a road. Not the interior roadway 
over mountains proposed by another official 
traveler lately, with a strip bought from 
Canada and other fantastic features, but a 
shore drive—an international highway all 
the \vay from Alaska down through Mexico 
to South America. 


This sounds idealistic from the human 


standpoint and far away in possibility when 
viewed in relation to its cost.

Section 18. The municipal court of 
the citv of Syracuse is continued end 
(hall haue and exercise the same jurii- 
dicttort and poiocrs as it now possesses 
nnd such additional junjdtction and 
powers aj the legislature, from time to 
time, hcrca/ter may prescribe. Inferior 
local courts of. civil and criminal juris- 
diction may be established by the legis- 
lature, but no such inferior local court 
which has been created since the first 
day of January, one thoussnd eight 
hundred and ninety-five, or is here- 
after created shall be a court of record.

state of land, outside the Adirondack 
and Catskill parks, as now fixed by law. 
best suited for reforestation, for the re- 
foresting of the same and the protection 
and management of forests thereon: for 
the acquisition of land for forest tree 
nurseries, and for the establishment and 
maintenance of such nurseries, such 
appropriations to begin in the first year 
with the sum it one million dollars 
(il.000,000) and increasing annually by 
the sum of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($200.000) to and including the 
sixth year and In each of the five years 
Immediately following, a sum equal to 
that appropriated for the sixth year. All 
such appropriations to be available un- 
:il expended. A law enacted pursuant to 
;his section shall take effect without 
submission to the people. 


The lands of the state, now owned or 
hereafter acquired, constituting the for- 
est preserve ns now fixed by law. shall 
ic forever kept as wild forest lands. 
They shall not be leased, sold or ex- 
changed, or be taken by any corpora- 
ion, public or private, nor shall the 
Imbcr thereon be sold, removed or dc- 
itroycd.

Planes of Five Powers Vie 


For Best Routes. 


NEW YORK.—Five nations en- 


gaged in a race for commercial air 
supremacy of the North Atlantic are 
conducting experimental (lights over 
routes v.-hich may soon be traversed 
regularly by planes carrying pas- 
sengers, mail and cargo. 


For years aviation companies of 


five nations have been jealously 
watching each other's desiens on the 
North Atlantic. 
Each is hopeful 


of beating its rivals to establish- 
ment of air service over what, from 
the viewpoint- of nationalistic pres- 
tige, is the most important route in 
the -.vorld. 


Engaged in the race are Pan- 


American Airways of. the United 
States and the following govern- 
ment-subsidized companies of for- 
eign countries: 


Imperial Airways, commissioned 


by the British Kover.iment to es- 
tablish, an empire route connecting 
England, Ireland, 
Newfoundland, 


Canada and the United States; Air 
France TransaUantique, subsidized 
by the French government to the 
extent of $5,000,000; Deutsche Luf- 
thansa of Germany; Ala Littoria of 
Italy. 


Service by Fall Possible. 


Theoretically, Pan-American and 


Imperial Airways are neck and neck 
at this stage of the race, and it is 
possible that each will be in the air 
by autumn, carrying mail and pas- 
sengers between England and New 
York. 


The Germans have made the most 


survey flights and have obtained 
permission to make more from Lis- 
bon, Portugal, via the Azores to 
America. 


The Germans, French and Ital- 


ians already Hr.ve established mail 
services across the South Atlantic, 
but Pan-American, with its South 
American and Pacific lines, has the 
most ocean-fiying experience. 


Both the American and British 


companies have obtained full com- | 
mercial flying rights over both North i 
Atlantic routes—via Southampton, '. 
Newfoundland and Canada to the : 
United States, or via Portugal, the 
Azores and Bermuda.

Pan-American flew,the northern 


route twice arid southern once last 
summer, but plans no further sur- 
veys because its personnel already 
has more than 4.000,000 miles of 
ocean-flying experience.

and Newfoundland last year, and 
will make more this summer. 


Imperial is experimenting 
with 


the Mayo composite craft, a small 
plane capable o£ carrying little be- 
side mail which is catapulted from 
a larger plane. 


Air France Transatlantique plans 


to make its first survey flights with 
the 80,000 pound Lt. De Vaisseau 
Paris. A fleet of flying boats, simi- 
lar to the Boeing 314, 'will not be 
ready for another year.

Decorated Their Facet 


One of the delicately fragrant In- 


Jian perfumes was made by crush- 
ing tiic seeds of the columbine, 
writes' Ellsworth Jacfier in Nature 
magazine. The resulting paste was 
spread on the clothing and retained 
its odor for a long time. The women 
of the Omaha and Pawnee tribes 
regarded it as a potent love charm. 


Common meadow rue was found 


lo have a subtle frnRrance when the 
fruits were gathered and stored as 
maturity approached. 
They were 


then used as lavender is used today. 
The foliage of balsam and spruce, 
and the sweet grass, were popular. 
Love-lorn 
maids would braid the 


grass into their hair. 


The red dry rot of the heart wood 


of pine provided a favorite powder 
for Indian women. Sometimes iron 
oxide was mixed with it to make it 
heavy. In those days the pale-lily 
complexion was not fashionable. 
The rosy glow of the sun was con- 
sidered the ultra-smart skin color. 
Finely ground corn meal made a 
skin-softening 
powder, 
and 
was 


known both lo the Iroquois maids of 
the East and the Pueblo girls of the 
Southwest. It was also a favorite 
baby powder. 


The glamor girls of prehistoric 


America used rouge. 
One plant in 


particular provided this, its juices 
being painted on the cheeks to red- 
den them. This was the beautiful 
spring flower, the bloodroot. 
The 


red dye from the rootstock of this 
plant also was used to paint sacred 
symbols on the bodies of warriors. 


In the Southwest the Indian hair 


shampoo was obtained from the 
roots of the yucca, which are used 
even for bathing. White men who 
have used it speak highly of its 
shampooing qualities. The Missouri 
gourd was also a source of Indian 
soap. 
It is, however, harsh to the 


skin. 


There is record that some of the 


Indian prophets and spiritual lead- 
ers spoke strongly against the use 
of these means of, adornment.
